Using Sun For Cooking 


Solar Heat Collector Shown At 


Meeting Of Scientists 

A device for making the sun do a 
part of man’s work was shown to 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science at the be- 
ginning of its winter meeting 
Pittsburgh. It is a solar heat collec- 
tor which, twenty minutes, de-| 
velops temperature in excess of 400 
degrees Fahrenheit. The inventor is 
the secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, Dr. C. G. Abbot.
